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PROFILE  : 

CHARLES  XrV  JOHN,  KING  OF  SWEDEN 

AND  NORWAY.

John  Bernadotte  was  born  at  Pan  in  the  French  province  of  Beam  in  1763.  He 
was  the  ancestor  of  both  the  royal  families  of  Sweden  and  Norway.  His  extra¬ 
ordinary  career  led  to  the  establishment  of  the  only  enduring  dynasty  of  the 
Napoleonic  regime. 

At  the  age  of  18  he  enrolled  in  the  army  of  Louis  XVI  and  worked  himself  up 
to  adjutant,  the  highest  rank  among  non-commissioned  officers.  The  revolution 
opened  the  way  for  non-nobles  to  become  officers  and  early  in  1792  Bernadotte  was 
appointed  lieutenant.  He  took  an  active  part  in  most  campaigns  of  the  French 
Republic  and  rose  quickly  to  the  rank  of  general.  For  a  short  period  he  was 
appointed  French  ambassador  in  Vienna. 

Back  in  Paris  he  renewed  acquaintance  with  Desiree  Clary  and  married  her  in 
1798.  Desiree’s  sister  Julie  had  already  married  Joseph  Bonaparte  (afterwards 
king  of  Spain)  and  Bernadotte  thus  came  into  the  fringes  of  the  Bonaparte  clan. 
For  a  few  years  he  occupied  various  administrative  posts,  and  in  1804  he  was  named 
one  of  the  eighteen  marshals  of  France :  two  years  later  followed  the  title  Prince  of 
Ponte  Corvo. 
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Bernadotte  commanded  detachments  in  the  battle  of  Jena  and  Auerstadt  and 
was  appointed  in  1807  governor  of  the  occupied  Hanseatic  cities.  He  fought  at 
the  battle  of  Wagram,  but  his  troops  suffered  a  number  of  serious  setbacks.  In 
disgrace,  Bernadotte  had  to  return  to  Paris. 

There,  a  Swedish  delegation  approached  him  and  offered  him  the  throne  of 
Sweden,  which  through  the  accession  of  the  aged  and  childless  Charles  XIII  was 
due  to  be  vacant  very  soon.  Bernadotte  accepted  and  on  August  2nd,  1810,  he  was 
elected  crown-prince  by  the  Swedish  parliament.  Three  months  later  he  landed 
in  Sweden. 

From  that  time  on,  Bernadotte  tried  to  keep  Sweden  out  of  European  quarrels. 
After  the  battle  of  Leipzig  he  decided  that  Napoleon’s  defeat  was  assured  and  instead 
of  helping  his  former  country  he  turned  the  Swedish  army  north  and  in  a  rapid 
campaign,  forced  Denmark  to  sign  over  Norway  to  Sweden.  Bernadotte  played 
no  important  part  in  the  events  of  1815  and  was  merely  concerned  with  retaining 
his  own  position.  At  the  Congress  of  Vienna  more  than  one  reactionary  pohtician  | 
(particularly  Metternich)  was  hostile  to  Bernadotte,  but  the  friendship  of  the  Russian 
tsar  as  well  as  the  support  of  the  British  government,  left  the  existing  status 
undisturbed. 

In  1818  the  old  Swedish  king  died  and  Bernadotte  was  at  last  able  to  acquire 
the  royal  title,  although  it  was  he  who  for  the  past  eight  years  had  been  the  most 
influential  figure  in  the  Government.  His  only  child.  Prince  Oscar,  had  come  to 
Sweden  in  1811  and  was  educated  as  a  Swede.  Desiree,  however,  had  returned  to 
Paris  and  did  not  come  to  Sweden  to  stay  until  1823,  on  the  occasion  of  her  son’s 
marriage. 

Bernadotte  was  very  popular  with  his  subjects,  although  strangely  enough  he 
never  learned  their  language.  He  was  keenly  interested  in  the  welfare  of  his  people, 
which  won  him  the  admiration  and  love  of  all  classes.  He  spread  popular  education 
and  encouraged  the  founding  of  the  Academy  of  Agriculture.  He  is  also  noted  to 
have  been  a  strong  supporter  of  the  temperance  movement. 

In  1843  at  the  age  of  80,  the  king  celebrated  his  silver  Jubilee.  He  died  one 
year  later  and  left  the  kingdoms  of  Sweden  and  Norway  strong  and  prosperous 
with  a  new  dynasty  firmly  entrenched. 

The  coin  illustrated  on  the  front  cover  is  a  Riksdaler  of  1838. 

WHY  COINS? 

The  short  article  by  C.  L.  Coffing  in  the  January  Bulletin,  entitled  “  Why  Coins  ?  ”  ' 
provided  a  number  of  collectors  with  food  for  thought.  We  print  below  a  selection 
from  the  numerous  contributions  that  have  been  sent  in  to  us  by  our  readers. 

Collecting  Coins.  By  L.  A.  Summers. 

A  most  fascinating  hobby,  collecting  coins,  I  am  told  that  Nero,  the  Roman 
Emperor  was  a  coin  collector.  Virtually  two  thousand  years  between  Nero  and 
B.  A.  Seaby,  Ltd.,  two  thousand  years  in  which  innumerable  people  have  collected 
little  pieces  of  indented  metal,  valuable  only  for  the  scarcity  of  their  particular  metal. 

All  of  these  people,  the  majority,  merely  the  faceless  milUons  we  can  never  know, 
started  collecting  for  some  reason.  A  tin  of  talers  discovered  in  some  long  closed 
attic,  a  “  Spade  ”  guinea  on  a  watch  chain  given  by  Uncle  David. 

But  I  had  a  unique  way  of  starting,  one  which,  probably,  no  other  soul  could 
claim. 
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In  the  far  off  days  of  1953  a  queen  was  crowned.  Her  country  rejoiced,  crying 
acclamation  with  the  mouth,  and  the  waving  of  flags.  Flags  do  not  grow  on  trees, 
however,  and  to  us,  then  schoolboys,  money  was  a  sought  after  scarcity. 

So  we  had  a  ha’penny  collection  among  schoolfriends,  raised  money  and  bought 
flags.  Now  whether  it  was  by  chance  or  a  miracle  is  not  for  me  to  determine  but 
a  ha’penny  of  the  astounding  age  of  ninety  three  came  my  w^ay,  a  Victoria  “  Bun  ” 
halfpenny  of  1860. 

This  aroused  my  interest  and  searching  through  some  coppers  on  a  mantelpiece, 
I  found  a  penny  dated  1871. 

They  say  that  you  plant  an  acorn,  and  it  never  stays  an  acorn.  My  acorn  was 
planted  and  my  oak  tree  grew.  And  it  is  now  a  magnificent  oak  tree  with  golden 
sovereigns  and  silver  crowns — but  pride  of  place  at  the  top  of  the  oak  tree  is  that 
1860  halfpenny  which  began  it  all. 

Someone  once  asked,  why  do  we  collect  coins  ? 

What  could  I  say?  Certainly,  history  is  my  life  limb,  but  that  was  not  the 
reason ;  art  for  art’s  sake  ?  That  particular  brand  of  art  only  attracts  me  now,  never 
then.  If  I  said  that  I  liked  waving  Union  Jackstaff  flags,  I  should  be  certified  as 
beyond  the  help  of  mental  science. 

I  really  do  not  know,  w'hy  the  devil,  I  collect  coins,  I  only  know- that  I  do,  and 
probably  always  will. 

To  me,  there  is  real  pleasure  in  a  beautiful  specimen,  indeed  even  the  merest 
of  coins  has  a  story,  circumstances,  history.  Delving  into  these  “  hidden  facts  ” 
is  a  reward  worth  receiving. 

But  my  crude  beginning  and  my  lack  of  knowing  WHY,  baffles  me.  Yet,  I 
must  leave  you,  I  want  to  buy  some  flags. 

One  Answer.  By  F.  A.  Romberg. 

Why  do  I  collect  coins  ?  Two  recent  pieces  in  the  Bulletin  have  given  me  pause 
and  cause  to  consider  that  question.  I  think  the  real  reason  why  I  collect  coins  is 
that  they  represent  the  closest  I  can  come  to  a  real  touch  with  other  countries  and 
other  times.  Coins  may  not  themselves  provide  much  information  about  their 
origins.  An  examination  of  a  coin  does  not  transport  one  to  the  streets  in  which 
it  has  travelled.  A  coin  seldom  says  much  directly  about  the  circumstances  of  the 
government  that  authorized  it,  the  moneyer  that  made  it,  or  the  man  that  issued  it. 
But  even  the  slightest  look  beyond  the  fact  that  a  coin  is  a  piece  of  metal  with  a 
design  on  it  reveals  much  fascinating  information  to  be  had  just  for  the  taking. 

First,  a  coin  is  like  a  telephone  call  which  conquers  time  instead  of  space.  It  is 
a  first  hand  message  from  its  maker,  whenever  he  lived,  to  the  beholder  of  today. 
The  information  conveyed  is  not  limited  to  that  which  is  apparent  from  a  superficial 
examination  of  the  coin.  One  must  study  a  coin  with  reference  to  the  time  and 
circumstances  of  its  minting,  just  as  one  must  know  the  language  before  reading 
a  book.  Thus,  a  coin  is  a  message  which  demands  that  one  learns  its  language,  and 
the  learning  can  be  a  source  of  infinite  pleasure.  Like  a  foreign  language,  the 
mastery  of  it  can  absorb  one  for  years. 

Second,  a  coin  is  like  a  rumour  in  that  it  leads  one’s  thoughts  far  afield  from  the 
original  facts  of  its  making  and  utterance.  Each  of  us  finds  in  coins  an  invitation 
to  pursue  his  own  interests,  however  diverse  they  may  be.  Coins  provide  a  thread 
which  connects  any  one  subject  with  almost  any  other.  The  implicit  information 
brought  forth  in  the  study  of  a  coin  may  deal  not  only  with  the  history,  geography, 
art,  economics,  politics  and  sociology  of  the  time  from  which  it  comes,  but  also 
with  the  individual  triumphs  and  tragedies.  There  is  no  limit  to  the  number  of 
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directions  in  which  one  may  be  led  by  such  a  study,  and  all  paths  are  equally  inviting. 

Third,  a  coin  is  like  a  portrait  which  has  seen  many  events  pass  before  it  since 
its  creation.  Though  accurate  information  relating  to  a  particular  coin  after  its 
period  of  general  circulation  is  usually  not  available,  the  events  to  which  it  v.^as 
witness  after  it  became  a  collector’s  item  are  no  less  interesting.  Imaginative 
investigation  from  this  point  of  view  can  be  fascinating.  Why  not  indulge  in  some 
yourself?  Add  the  study  of  collecting  to  that  of  coins  and  countries! 

Why,  then,  do  I  collect  coins  ?  Statements  about  investments,  permanence, 
and  beauty  are  all  superficial.  Although  the  era  of  letter  carrying  must  be  even 
longer  than  that  of  coinage,  the  stamps  which  are  the  extant  witnesses  of  this  history 
are  a  relatively  modern  invention.  Books  convey  more  specific  information  than 
coins  but  only  the  words  within  them  can  come  as  heralds  straight  to  us  from  other 
days.  In  my  view,  no  hobby  other  than  coins  provides  keys  and  passwords  to  the 
doors  of  so  many  interesting  subjects.  No  other  unites  all  fields  of  knowledge, 
telescopes  all  of  historical  time,  shrinks  continents,  and  connects  peoples.  No 
other  can  provide  every  inspiration  I  ask  for.  I  do  not  expect  to  make  numismatists 
of  philatelists  or  bibliophiles  by  my  arguments.  But  I  think  they  amply  justify 
my  interest  in  coins. 

A  Coin-Collector’s  Reminiscences.  By  Gordon  H.  Craine. 

On  looking  backward,  I  realise  that  I  have  always  been  a  collector  of  sorts.  In 
boyhood,  it  was  cigarette  cards,  match-box  labels,  fossils,  keys;  in  fact,  almost 
anything  collectable  (I  wonder  what  happened  to  them  all?).  Also,  stamps.  At 
first,  any  stamps,  in  any  condition,  but  later  I  became  a  one-country  enthusiast, 
and  I  still  have  this  hobby  including  my  original  album  started  at  the  age  of  ten. 

I  amassed  a  small  collection  of  coins  when  I  was  a  youngster — mostly  twentieth 
century  foreign  coins  of  the  lowest  denominations ;  these  too  have  long  since  disap¬ 
peared,  unmourned.  It  wasn’t  until  I  was  in  my  early  twenties  that  I  started  to 
collect  coins  again,  and  this  was  largely  due  to  a  love  of  English  history.  I  hadn’t 
realised  how  cheaply  one  could  buy  coins  of  England  going  back  hundreds  of  years. 
After  all,  the  earliest  stamp  is  only  123  years  old.  Books  before  1500  are  only  for 
the  plutocrat;  early  silver  is  mostly  in  museums,  and  old  master  paintings  in  art 
galleries.  But  coins  are  different.  Why!  One  can  still  buy  a  700  year  old  coin 
for  about  five  shillings !  To  hold  such  old  coins  in  my  hand  can  give  much  evocative 
pleasure.  To  think  of  the  famous,  and  infamous,  people  who  may  have  handled 
them ;  what  a  story  some  of  them  could  tell,  if  only  they  could  speak ! 

I  first  decided  to  start  a  serious  collection  of  English  coins  by  getting  a  represent¬ 
ative  silver  coin  of  as  many  reigns  as  my  pocket  would  allow  from  William  the 
Conqueror  onwards.  I  bought  quite  a  comprehensive  lot  in  a  coin  auction — I  think 
it  cost  me  about  ^5 — of  course,  some  reigns  were  missing  (like  Stephen)  and  the 
coins  of  others  were  rather  poorish  specimens  (like  William  II  and  Richard  III) 
but  on  the  whole  I  was  quite  pleased  with  my  buy.  All  this  was  over  thirty  years 
ago,  and  the  prices  of  a  lot  of  these  coins  have  risen  considerably  since  then. 

I  had  no  coin  cabinet,  so  I  got  an  old  picture-frame,  removed  the  picture  and 
framed  my  collection,  each  coin  having  its  label  below  it  and  all  of  them  with  a 
cotton-wool  backing.  This  was  then  hung  up  on  the  lounge  wall,  and  was  the 
subject  of  much  interest  and  enquiry  amongst  my  visitors.  This  frame  of  coins 
had,  however,  its  drawbacks.  It  was  all  rather  limiting  and  I  couldn’t  handle  my 
coins  or  appreciably  add  to  them  any  more.  So,  after  a  long  interval,  out  they  all 
came  and  I  bought  a  cheap  cabinet  in  which  to  house  them. 

From  time  to  time  I  bought  a  coin  or  two  to  add  to  my  collection.  A  Philip 
and  Mary  shilling,  I  remember,  gave  me  much  pleasure,  and  then  for  a  while  I  took 
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an  interest  in  the  copper  coinage — this  certainly  helped  to  fill  a  lot  of  spaces  in  the 
cabinet !  I  endeavoured  to  improve  my  scant  Imowledge  of  numismatics  by  buying 
several  books  on  the  subject,  the  most  important  one  being  Oman’s  “  The  Coinage 
of  England.”  I  also  gleaned  a  lot  of  useful  information  from  Seaby’s  coin  catalogues 
(and  still  do). 

My  next  ambition  was  to  form  a  collection  of  English  gold  coins.  As  I  had 
little  spare  money  for  hobbies  in  my  twenties,  this  was  going  to  be  rather  a  slow’ 
business.  My  first  gold  coin  w^as  a  quarter  guinea  of  George  III  (probably  the 
cheapest  gold  coin  I  could  find!).  This  little  coin  gave  me  as  much  pleasure  as  many 
of  its  bigger  and  scarcer  followers.  The  next  one  was  a  quarter  noble  of  Edward  III 
— perhaps  it  was  the  next  cheapest  ?  But  it  gave  me  an  abiding  love  for  hammered 
gold,  which  remains  with  me  to  this  day. 

I  had  one  or  tw’o  gifts  of  contemporary  or  near  contemporary  sovereigns  and 
half-sovereigns  at  Christmas  time  and  birthdays,  and  gradually  I  got  a  few  gold 
coins  together.  As  the  years  rolled  by,  I  found  myself  more  and  more  attracted  to 
the  hammered  coinage,  particularly  the  Tudor  and  Stuart  periods,  and  as  I  found 
that  I  had  more  money  to  spend,  I  bought  some  really  beautiful  coins — fine  sovereigns 
of  Mary  and  James  I,  and  a  FDC  pound  sovereign  of  Elizabeth  I,  are  three  of  my 
special  favourites.  At  the  time,  I  thought  of  myself  as  rather  a  spendthrift,  but  as 
these  three  coins  cost  me  just  over  ^40,  I  now  wish  I  had  bought  a  great  deal  more! 
Surely,  gold  coins  as  an  investment  must  beat  everything  the  stockbrokers  have 
ever  heard  of,  the  only  snag  is  that  one  never  wants  to  part  with  one’s  coins. 

One  coin  that  I  always  wished  to  possess  and  never  have  done  so,  is  the  sovereign 
of  Henry  VII — a  coin  w^hich  has  been  described  as  the  most  beautiful  com  ever 
produced  in  this  country.  But,  even  in  those  halycon  days  before  the  war,  it  com¬ 
manded  a  big  price,  and  now  one  never  seems  to  see  it  in  the  catalogues.  Incident¬ 
ally,  I  wonder  where  all  the  gold  coins  have  gone  to  these  days  ?  There  don’t  seem 
to  be  many  for  sale  in  the  monthly  catalogues. 

I  have  found  that  people  in  general  show  quite  an  intelligent  interest  in  the 
hobby  when  introduced  to  it  (after  the  inevitable  corny  joke  about  only  collecting 
current  coinage)  and  I  have  had  many  requests  to  give  talks  to  various  societies 
over  the  years.  Nevertheless,  some  folk  do  have  quaint  ideas  as  to  what  a  coin 
collector  is  really  looking  out  for.  One  friend  proudly  gave  me  a  very  worn,  bent 
Queen  Victoria  3d.  piece  with  a  hole  in  it,  informing  me  that  it  had  passed  through 
the  body  of  a  cow! 

I  am  still  waiting  for  somebody  to  bring  me  that  Henry  VH  sovereign. 

From  Schooldays  On  .  .  .  By  J.  R.  Butler. 

In  London  my  father  had  given  me  a  handful  of  foreign  coins  which  acquaintances 
had  brought  home  after  the  war. 

When  he  retired  in  1920  we  moved  to  a  pleasant  village  near  a  small  market 
town.  At  the  school  we  had  in  the  bookcase  a  volume  describing  the  collecting 
activities  of  two  brothers,  and  the  chapters  on  coins  gave  me  my  first  glimpse  of 
the  extent  of  the  subject.  I  sorted  my  foreign  specimens,  added  a  few  old  English 
farthings,  and  looked  forward  to  getting  my  first  Roman  coin. 

Over  the  garden  hedge  lived  a  railwayman  who  was  a  keen  gardener,  and  one 
summer  afternoon  when  his  blooms  were  looking  their  best,  he  produced  a  cigar 
box  full  of  coins  and  invited  my  brother  and  I  to  see  them. 

It  was  my  first  view  of  patinated  coppers.  I  was  surprised  at  the  weight  of 
the  first  English  pennies  of  1797  of  which  he  had  at  least  a  dozen,  besides  halfpennies 
of  the  first  and  second  Georges.  He  also  possessed  a  Birmingham  Workhouse 
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threepence,  but  his  favourite  coin,  and  one  that  he  seemed  to  treasure  because  he 
knew  the  place,  was  a  halfpenny  token  of  Coventry. 

He  gave  me  several  duplicates,  and  to  these  I  added  coins  dug  up  around  the 
village,  a  George  III  Irish  halfpenny,  a  jetton  of  Tournai,  a  Nuremberg  token, 
and  a  brass  calendar  shaped  like  a  coin,  of  1767. 

As  time  went  on  I  heard  of  a  rather  jolly  old  character  in  the  town  who  bought 
up  antique  oddments  at  county  sales  and  re-sold  them  in  his  home.  He  had  a 
curious  carved  cabinet  containing  about  a  hundred  coins,  and  having  reached  the 
age  of  personal  cash  I  went  to  see  them.  Here  I  could  learn  a  great  deal,  for  besides 
coppers  he  had  some  milled  and  hammered  silver,  many  tokens,  and  best  of  all  some 
Roman  bronze.  Most  were  common,  of  course,  and  the  condition  average,  but  I 
acquired  a  penny  of  Edward  I  and  some  of  the  Maundy  with  linked  C’s  of  Charles 
1 1,  also  a  shilling  of  William  HI  which  puzzled  me  at  first,  for  the  reverse  resembled 
a  florin,  and  the  old  man  had  no  knowledge  of  the  subject. 

He  only  knew  what  he  could  read  on  the  coins  themselves.  The  remainder  he 
guessed,  as  will  be  seen  when  I  mention  that  one  small  Roman  bore  the  familiar 
type  of  two  soldiers  with  standards.  He  assured  me  they  were  Adam  and  Eve  in 
the  Garden  of  Eden. 

However,  his  prices  were  reasonable.  They  had  to  be,  for  money  was  scarce 
then,  especially  for  hobbies. 

I  became  quite  keen  on  the  18th  century  tokens,  of  which  he  had  many  at  3d. 
and  4d.  each,  and  I  came  across  one  of  Colchester,  where  I  had  spent  a  holiday. 
I  was  learning  more  and  more  about  the  appearance  of  old  coins,  and  remember 
the  fascination  of  seeing  my  first  Nuremberg  token.  Although  the  value  of  these 
is  small,  they  have  the  look  of  antiquity  to  perfection. 

Most  of  the  above  were,  of  course,  only  fair  to  fine,  but  they  shaped  my  growing 
collection,  which  was  again  improved  after  a  visit  to  London  in  1928.  At  a  shop 
in  Oxford  Street  I  came  across  Roman  coins  at  3d.  each,  and  had  the  pleasure  of 
sorting  through  more  than  I’d  ever  seen  to  make  my  choice. 

Those  were  the  days  when  almost  any  antique  shop  had  bowls  of  oddities  among 
which  were  coins  going  cheaply.  They  are  not  so  easily  found  today. 

About  that  time  I  met  the  owner  of  a  fine  private  collection,  quite  the  largest 
I’ve  ever  seen.  He  was  nearly  eighty,  a  collector  from  boyhood,  and  his  cabinet 
was  like  a  small  wardrobe.  All  trays  were  large  and  had  crown-size  piercings.  All 
classes  of  coins  were  represented,  and  there  was  a  fine  selection  of  English  gold. 

He  loaned  me  Burgess’  “  Chats  On  Old  Coins,”  with  its  useful  array  of  plates, 
and  he  it  was  who  identified  the  only  Roman  coin  found  in  the  neighbourhood. 

My  first  cabinet  was  the  usual  cigar  box,  and  later  I  made  quite  a  good  one  with 
trays  of  threeply,  but  nothing  takes  the  place  of  a  cabinet  built  with  quality  wood, 
and  a  good  collection  of  coins  deserves  the  best  possible  surroundings.

MAUNDY  THURSDAY.

To  receive  a  shilling  from  a  benevolent  uncle  was  surely  one  of  boyhood’s 
greatest  pleasures.  Imagine  my  supreme  delight,  therefore,  when  my  uncle,  a 
Bank  of  England  official,  presented  me  with  a  whole  set  of  Maundy  money — 
“  complete  in  leatherette  case,”  as  the  catalogues  say!  My  uncle  was  a  generous 
man,  and  as  an  enthusiastic  young  coin  collector  I  fully  appreciated  the  sacrifice 
he  made  for  the  enrichment  of  my  collection;  for  although  he  was  not  an  actual 
recipient  of  the  royal  Maundy,  he  had  nevertheless  been  given  the  set  in  his  official 
capacity,  as  a  memento. 

Maundy  Thursday — the  day  before  Good  Friday — is  notable  in  Christendom 
as  being  the  anniversary  of  the  occasion  on  which  Christ  in  humility  washed  the 
feet  of  his  disciples,  and  it  is  marked  by  the  annual  distribution  of  this  specially 
minted  coinage  to  as  many  old  men  and  as  many  old  women  as  the  reigning  sovereign 
has  years  of  age. 

“  A  new  commandment  I  give  unto  you,”  said  Jesus  to  his  disciples  on  the  eve 
of  his  crucifixion :  “  That  ye  love  one  another ;  as  I  have  loved  you,  that  ye  also  love  one 
another  ”  (John  13,  34).  And  in  obedience  to  this  command — or  “  commaund,” 
as  it  was  anciently  called — either  the  sovereign  personally  or  the  Lord  High  Almoner 
distributes  annually  the  royal  “  Maundy.”  Although  the  derivation  of  the  term  is 
not  free  from  doubt,  it  is  nevertheless  generally  accepted  that  it  stems  from  the 
archaic  word  “  commaund.” 

Edward  II  was  the  first  English  monarch  to  perform  the  ceremony,  which 
originally  involved  the  actual  washing  of  feet  (pedilavium)  in  addition  to  the  present¬ 
ation  of  clothing,  food  and  money ;  though  Popes,  bishops  and  others  had  performed 
this  rite  from  the  fifth  century  onwards.  Indeed,  it  is  recorded  that  St.  Oswald, 
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when  Archbishop  of  York,  “  passed  to  the  Lord  whilst  according  to  the  normal 
custom  he  was  observing  the  usual  Maundy  before  the  feet  of  the  poor.” 

Up  to  the  seventeenth  century  Idngs  and  queens  of  England  personally  washed 
the  feet  of  the  recipients  of  the  Maundy,  Mary  I  traversing  the  floor  “  from  one 
end  to  the  other  ever  on  her  knees.”  Charles  I  continued  the  practice  throughout 
the  Civil  War,  although  he  avoided  washing  the  feet  of  the  recipients  in  1642 
because  of  a  current  outbreak  of  plague.  Despite  plague  danger,  however,  Charles  II 
revived  the  washing  ceremony,  which  was  continued  up  to  the  reign  of  James  II. 

Prior  to  the  reign  of  Elizabeth  I,  it  had  been  customary  for  the  sovereign  to 
present  his  or  her  gown  to  the  most  worthy  beneficiary  on  the  day  of  the  ceremony. 
Elizabeth,  however,  substituted  a  money  payment  of  ;,(^1  in  lieu  of  this  gift,  and  a 
regular  practice  of  substituting  a  money  payment  of  ^1  i5s  for  women’s  clothing 
was  commenced  in  1724.  A  clothing  allowance  of  £2  5s  for  men  was  substituted 
in  1837  during  the  reign  of  William  IV,  who  also  sanctioned  an  allowance  of  £\  10s 
for  everybody  in  lieu  of  provisions. 

Throughout  the  history  of  the  royal  Maundy  every  recipient  has  been  given 
a  bag  of  money  containing  a  penny  for  every  year  of  the  sovereign’s  age,  silver 
pennies  only  being  used  for  this  purpose  up  to  the  reign  of  Charles  II.  From  1800 
onwards  special  Maundy  money  has  been  struck  in  silver  in  denominations  of  4d, 
3d,  2d  and  Id.  It  is  still  minted  in  silver  despite  the  substitution  of  cupro-nickel 
for  the  general  coinage  in  1947,  and  the  edges  are  plain  instead  of  being  grained. 
Technically  it  is  current  coin  of  the  realm,  though  for  obvious  reasons  it  is  never 
used  as  such. 

During  the  colourful  ceremony  of  the  distribution  of  the  Maundy,  Yeomen  of 
the  Guard  in  full  ceremonial  dress  carry  in  large  alms  dishes  bearing  purses  of 
different  colours.  The  “  redemption  money  ”  of  ;(^1  for  the  sovereign’s  gown, 
together  with  the  allowance  of  ;;^1  10s  in  lieu  of  provisions,  is  contained  in  red 
leather  purses  with  white  thongs.  The  clothing  allowance,  which  has  now  been 
increased  to  £^  15s  for  men,  is  presented  in  white  leather  purses,  whilst  the  increased 
women’s  allowance  of  £A  5s  is  distributed  in  green  ones.  The  purses  containing 
the  number  of  pence  equivalent  to  the  sovereign’s  age  are  white  with  red  thongs. 

Recipients  of  the  bags  are  selected  from  applicants  to  the  Royal  Almonry, 
preference  being  given  to  ex-employers  and  ex-householders  in  need  of  assistance. 

King  George  V  was  the  first  monarch  to  present  the  Maundy  in  person  since 
the  reign  of  James  II;  and  King  Edward  VIII  followed  suit  in  1936,  when  he 
presented  money  bearing  the  portrait  and  inscription  of  his  father,  there  being  no 
time  to  strike  a  fresh  issue  between  the  death  of  George  V  and  the  following  Maundy 
Thursday.  Personal  distributions  were  made  by  King  George  VI  in  1940,  1944, 
1945,  1946  and  1948,  and  the  Maundy  which  was  personally  presented  by  Queen 
Elizabeth  II  in  1952  bore  her  father’s  portrait  and  inscription.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  the  distribution  of  the  royal  Mamidy  in  April  1952,  was  the  Queen’s  first 
public  engagement  of  her  reign,  there  being  twenty-six  male  and  twenty-six  female 
recipients  on  this  occasion.  A  further  personal  distribution  was  made  by  her  in 
1955. 

The  1957  ceremony  was  notable  in  that  it  was  held  at  St.  Alban’s  Abbey  instead 
of  in  Westminster  Abbey,  this  being  the  first  occasion  on  which  the  distribution  had . 
taken  place  outside  London  since  the  reign  of  Charles  11.  Rochester  Cathedral  was 
the  scene  for  the  distribution  in  1961,  whilst  Chelmsford  Cathedral  is  to  be  the 
chosen  venue  on  11th  April  1963. 

This  trend  of  liberalisation  is  one  which  we  may  all  view  with  pleasure,  and  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  Her  Majesty  may  in  due  time  be  graciously  pleased  to  extend 
her  bounty  Northwards — perhaps  to  Coventry,  York,  or  even  Durham. 
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Although  the  washing  of  feet  is  now  no  longer  practised,  the  Lord  High  Almoner 
and  Sub- Almoner  both  appear  “  girt  with  towels  ”  as  a  reminder  of  the  original 
form  of  service.  And  though  the  element  of  humility  has  now  been  largely  engulfed 
by  the  pomp  and  ceremony  attendant  upon  the  occasion,  the  predominant  theme 
of  Christian  love  and  charity  nevertheless  endures.

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PUBLICATIONS  RECEIVED. 

WATSON,  J.  H.  Ancient  Trial  Plates  in  the  Pyx  Stronghold  of  the  Royal  Mint. 

London,  1963.  104  pp.  20  plates.  Cloth,  8^' X5i"  Frice  21/-  (postage  1/-). 

This  new  book  by  the  Chemist  and  Assayer  of  the  Royal  Mint  covers  new  ground  in  the 
field  of  numismatic  literature.  Trial  plates  bear  the  same  relation  to  the  standard  metal 
alloys  from  which  coins  are  made  as  do  the  standards  of  measurement  in  the  National  Physical 
Laboratory  to  scientific  instruments  in  everyday  use,  and  there  can  be  few  people  who  have 
had  the  opportunity  of  examining  any  of  them.  The  twenty  trial  plates  in  the  Royal  Mint 
vaults  date  from  Edward  I  to  Queen  Victoria  and  all  are  illustrated  with  descriptive  material 
opposite  each  plate.  The  reviewer  is  pleased  to  note  the  magnification  or  reduction  in  size  is 
given  below  the  illustrations. 

The  introduction  deals  with  Standards  of  gold  and  silver  coinage  and  also  with  the  Trials 
of  the  Pyx.  At  the  end,  there  are  sections  on  modern  trial  plates  and  an  abstract  of  P>oc 
verdicts  from  1603  to  1870.  An  appendix  gives  notes  on  various  Pyx  trials  and  also  a  photostat 
of  the  Pyx  verdict  of 1603  and  a  printed  transcription. 

This  small  book  is  beautifully  produced,  on  art  paper,  and  is  most  interesting — P.A.R. 

ALLEN,  D.  F.  The  Coins  of  the  Coritani  (the  third  volume  in  the  Sylloge  of  Coins 
of  the  British  Isles,  published  for  the  British  Academy).  London,  1963.  Introduction  of  44  pages, 
and  8  plates  with  accompanying  text.  \0"xl\"  Price  35/-  (postage  l/6d). 

This  latest  volume  of  the  Sylloge  differs  from  earlier  volumes  in  that  all  the  known  coins 
of  one  series  are  incorporated  instead  of  merely  the  coins  in  one  collection.  One  hundred 
and  twenty-three  British  Museum  coins  are  illustrated,  together  with  many  of  the  230  coins 
listed  from  other  sources.  The  author,  a  former  Assistant  Keeper  of  Coins  at  the  British 
Museum,  has  taken  the  opportunity  to  present  a  brilliant  essay  on  the  re-attribution  of  a 
coinage  which  has  hitherto  been  allocated  to  the  tribe  of  the  Brigantes  on  the  strength  of 
certain  finds  from  Yorkshire,  particularly  the  Honley  and  “  Almondbury  ”  hoards. 

Mr.  Allen  shows  not  only  the  relationship  between  the  uninscribed  “  South  Ferriby  ” 
coins  and  the  later  inscribed  coins  with  double  names  (e.g.  avn  /  ast,  vep  /  corf, 
VOLISIOS  /  DVMNOCOVEROS),  but  he  also  demonstrates  how  the  South  Ferriby  gold  and  silver 
derive  from  a  series  of  prototype  gold  and  silver  which  have  been  found  scattered  over  the 
same  East  Midland  area  as  the  later  coins  which  have  concentrations  in  Lincolnshire — 
Leicestershire.  The  oppidum  of  the  Cortani  was  at  Ratae  (Leicester)  and  from  the  evidence 
of  coin  moulds  it  would  seem  that  one  of  the  mints  for  the  area  was  at  Old  Sleaford,  Lines. 

The  earliest  of  the  prototype  staters  must  be  attributed  to  Belgic  settlers  from  Gaul  who 
arrived  in  the  East  Midlands  at  an  indetermined  date  during  the  first  half  of  the  first  century  B.C., 
while  the  South  Ferriby  uninscribed  coins  are  unlikely  to  have  commenced  before  30  b.c.  and 
the  inscribed  series  must  have  been  brought  to  an  end  by  the  Roman  occupation  of  Lincoln¬ 
shire  completed  by  49  a.d.  Mr.  Allen  concludes  that  the  odd  finds  of  uninscribed  Coritanian 
coins  from  the  tribal  area  of  the  Parish  in  the  East  Riding  of  Yorkshire  may  be  due  to  trading 
contacts,  and  that  the  late  hoards  of  inscribed  coins  found  in  Brigantian  territory  may  have 
been  deposited  by  colonies  of  Coritanian  refugees  at  the  time  of  the  Roman  operations  against 
the  Brigantes  that  began  in  69  a.d. 

The  writer  discussed  the  use  of  what  appears  to  be  pairs  of  names  on  the  Coritanian  coins 
and  compares  them  with  the  magisterial  names  found  on  some  of  the  coins  of  Celtic  Gaul, 
and  he  points  out  how  improbable  is  the  earlier  attribution  of  coins  inscribed  carti  /  vel  to 
the  Brigantian  Queen  Cartinandua. 

Mr.  Allen  has,  without  doubt,  put  the  Coritani  “  on  the  map  ”  numismatically  speaking: 
it  seems  a  pity  that  one  or  more  distribution  maps  was  not  included  in  this  new  volume,  even 
though  the  Ordnance  Survey  may  be  preparing  maps  for  a  forthcoming  publication — P.J.S. 

SOME  NOTES  ON  THE  SERVICE  MEDALS  FOR 
CAMPAIGNS  AND  EXPEDITIONS  IN  AFRICA.

British  South  Africa  Company’s  Medal. 

The  second  medal  issued  for  operations  in  South  Africa  was  that  given  by  the 
British  South  Africa  Company  on  the  authority  of  the  Queen  Empress  for  operations 
in  the  country  now  known  as  Rhodesia. 
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Mr.  Cecil  Rhodes  had  obtained  from  King  Lobengula  the  right  to  mine  and 
cultivate  his  kingdom  of  Mashonaland  and  Matabeleland.  In  early  1890  a  force 
of  police,  The  British  South  Africa  Company’s  Police,  was  raised,  and  later  a  Pioneer 
Company  was  formed.  The  Pioneers  were  to  be  released  from  their  enlistment 
when  the  column  arrived  at  its  destination — the  town  now  known  as  Salisbury, 
which  was  proclaimed  on  the  12th  September,  1890.  The  Police  were  attested  for 
up  to  two  years  and  most  of  those  who  started  with  the  Police  had  been  discharged 
by  December  1891 — many  joined  a  new  force,  the  Matabeleland  and  Mashonaland 
Mounted  Police,  and  later  the  British  South  Africa  Police. 

In  1893  the  Matabeles  rebelled  and  killed  many  of  the  settlers.  Few  of  the 
Queen’s  troops  were  available  and  a  number  of  volunteer  forces  were  raised. 
Although  many  Police  joined  the  armed  forces  they  joined  as  volunteers  and  served 
as  members  of  their  units.  The  Volunteer  Units  were.  The  Victoria  Column, 
The  Salisbury  Horse  and  Raaf’s  Column,  the  approximate  numbers  of  each  unit 
are  given  in  the  table  at  the  end  of  these  notes  together  with  details  of  the  Queen’s 
troops  entitled  to  the  medal  for  matabeleland  1893. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  Matabele  War  the  volunteers  returned  to  their  peaceful 
occupations. 

The  country  remained  quiet  and  Salisbury  grew,  but  in  1896  the  Matabeles 
again  rebelled.  ,,This  was  a  far  larger  affair  and  a  number  of  the  Queen’s  troops  were 
employed,  including  two  composite  companies  of  Mounted  Infantry  that  had  been 
in  training  in  England.  Also  a  number  of  officers  from  British  regiments  were 
employed  for  staff  and  special  service  duties,  details  of  those  entitled  to  the  medal 
for  RHODESIA  1896  are  given  in  the  tables.  Lord  Baden  Powell  was  on  the  Staff 
during  the  1896  War  and  it  is  said  that  he  obtained  many  of  his  scouting  tips  from 
an  American  scout  who  was  one  of  the  two  to  survive  Major  Wilson’s  patrol  to  the 
Shangani  river  in  1893.  This  scout  was  employed  during  the  South  African  War 
of  1899-1902  and  won  a  Majority  and  the  D.S.O. 

The  Mashonas  were  always  looked  upon  as  a  peaceful  race  active  in  agriculture, 
but  in  1897  they  suddenly  rose  in  revolt.  The  mounted  Infantry  of  one  regiment 
was  still  in  the  country  and  this  contingent  was  the  only  one  to  earn  the  bar 
MASHONALAND  1897  to  the  RHODESIA  1896  medal.  A  few  others  of  the  British 
regiments  were  present  as  will  be  seen  from  the  lists. 

No  medal  had  been  given  to  the  Pioneer  column,  which  had  advanced  to  Salisbury 
in  1890,  although  they  had  had  to  fight  their  way  on  a  number  of  occasions.  How¬ 
ever,  in  1920  the  British  South  Africa  Company  decided  to  issue  a  medal  to  the 
survivors  of  the  British  South  Africa  Company  Police  and  the  Pioneers.  The 
medals  for  the  campaigns  had  borne  on  the  field  of  the  reverse  the  name  of  the 
Campaign,  i.e.  the  first  matabeleland  1893,  the  second  rhodesia  1896  and  the 
third  MASHONALAND  1897,  bars  for  rhodesia  and  mashonaland  were  given  to  those 
who  already  held  a  medal  for  matabeleland  or  rhodesia.  The  new  medal  was  to 
have  a  clear  field  and  the  bar  mashonaland  1890,  those  survivors  of  the  Pioneers  or 
B.S.A.  Police  who  already  had  a  medal  for  active  service  were  to  return  the  medal 
and  to  receive  back  the  new  medal  with  the  bar  mashonaland  1890  and  also 
bars  for  whatever  later  service  they  had  had.  It  will  be  seen  that  it  was  now 
possible  for  a  man  to  have  the  medal  and  four  bars — reference  to  the  rolls  shows 
that  only  5  or  6  men  were  entitled  to  the  four  bars  (one  policeman  only  claimed  his 
medal  and  it  is  believed  that  only  two  such  medals  were  issued). 

The  roll  for  the  Pioneer  medal  gives  482  names  for  the  medal  and  clasp 
mashonaland  1890,  and  174  names  of  those  who  already  held  the  medal  for  one  of 
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the  campaigns.  There  are  several  cases  of  duplicate  names,  one  in  the  Pioneers 
and  the  same  name  in  the  Police,  so  the  actual  numbers  entitled  must  be  somewhat 
lower,  in  any  case  it  was  “  survivors  ”  so  the  number  issued  is  far  below  the  totals 
given. 

When  one  refers  to  the  rolls  for  rhodesia  1896  and  masiionaland  1897,  to  match 
up  the  names,  one  finds  that  a  number  of  those  in  the  Pioneer  list  shown  as  entitled 
to  the  medal  and  single  clasp  were  already  in  possession  of  the  medal  for  later 
service  and  in  some  case  a  bar  as  well.  Checking  the  names  over  one  gets  totals 
after  this  pattern: —

commission  (or  if  under  $5  only  10  cents).  | 

There  is  no  duty  on  coins,  so  you  will  not  have  any  trouble  on  that  score ;  there  is,  however, 
duty  on  any  medal  that  is  not  over  one  hundred  years  old.
